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Author discusses book written about Elba’s Johnny

Book author Kyle Mooty 
spoke Tuesday, March 6, at 
the Elba Rotary Club meet- 
ing. 

Mooty was joined by 
Elba’s own Johnny Dyess, 
the subject of his new book, 
New Set of Downs, which 
chronicles the highs and 
lows of the former Alabama 
football player. 

Mooty shared excerpts of 
the new book, which he said 
should be arriving from the 
printer any day now, with 
the Elba Rotarians. 

The book is described as 
follows: 

From a small-town foot- 
ball star to walking on and 
playing four remarkable 
seasons under the leg- 
endary “Bear’’ Bryant at 
Alabama; returning home 
only to get involved in the 
drug culture and becoming 
a meth addict; cooking the 
drug; painting at Times 
Square Church in New York 
City; and eventually carry- 
ing out God's word. New Set 
of Downs takes us through 
Dyess’ glory*years on the 
gridiron, as well as many 
dark locations, including a 
warehouse in Atlanta where 
he carried a large gun to 
protect himself during a 
drug deal. A dozen years 
later, Dyess was actually 
saved by people from ironi- 

_ cally the Auburn/Opelika_ 
area, home of his most bitter 
rival from the gridiron. Just 
a country boy from South 
Alabama, he was given life- 
restoring advice from as far 
away as New York City, 
eventually returning home 
to face the legal music. It 
was capped off by a full par- 
don from the board of the 
Alabama Pardon, and

lenting faith to high schools, 
church groups and more, 
and he is enjoying life as an 
assistant football coach at 
his high school alma mater.

Weeks said the architect 
for the project said the base 
bid with alternate one was 
considered to be reasonable 
for the current market 
value, However, the archi- 
tect recommended rejected 
the alternate two bid — for 
kitchen equipment — from 


BCS and re-bidding this 
separately from the con- 
struction.

suggestions, Weeks recom- 
mended board members 
approve the base bid for 
construction at $772,470 
with the alternate one bid 
for sewage line work at 
$7,150 for a total bid cost 
of $779,620. This was 
approved with no opposi- 
tion.

A turning point for Alabama Republicans’ direction, identity

Don’t misinterpret 
Democratic Senator Doug 
Jones’s recent election win 
as a paradigm shift in 
Alabama politics. 

The Republican Party 
still holds sway in the 
state: all statewide consti- 
tutional offices are held by 
Republicans; all nine 
Supreme Court justices are 
Republicans; and both 
chambers of the state legis- 
lature are ruled by signifi- 
cant Republican majorities. 
The GOP’s dominance in 
Alabama isn’t likely to 
abate any time soon given 
the state’s deep conserva- 
tive beliefs. However, the 
failure to elect a 
Republican to fill Jeff 
Sessions’ Senate seat is 
exposing some internal 
disagreements as to the 
party’s direction and iden- 
tity in the years ahead, and 
a turning point in that 
struggle might come soon. 

Disagreements between 
different factions in the 
Republican Party are noth- 
ing new. There has always 
been a struggle for influ- 
ence between fiscal and 
social conservatives, 
defense hawks and liber- 
tarians, and steady-as-she- 
goes establishment 
Republicans and burn-it- 
to-the-ground tea party 
types. Tension between 
those of differing beliefs 
within the “big tent” is nat- 
ural and probably healthy. 
But, disagreement over the 
Roy Moore election deba- 
cle is threatening to turn 
into disunion. 

A few in the mostly- 
older, activist faction are 
still bitter over the loss and 
focusing their ire on U.S. 
Sen. Richard Shelby, who 
said he could not vote for 
Moore and would write-in 
a “distinguished 
Republican” after multiple 
allegations of sexual abuse 
and misconduct by Moore

Washington Post. A group 
led by former Cleburne 
County GOP Chairman 
Tim Sprayberry is floating 
a party resolution con- 
demning Shelby for his 
stance and recently joined 
with a Texas investor to 
tun robocalls critical of 
Alabama’s senior senator. 
Most believe the resolution 
will go nowhere given 
Shelby’s broad support 
throughout Alabama and 
immense influence in

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Washington, to say nothing 
of how out of touch 
Republicans would look 
doubling down on the kind 
of politics that help cost 
them the Senate seat in the 
first place. Many conserva- 
tives are thanking Shelby 
for his principled stand, 
understanding that the 
election loss, while disap- 
pointing in the short term, 
is probably in the best 
interest of the party over 
the long term because it 
can be rid of Moore’s polit- 
ical baggage. Still, 
Sprayberry isn’t giving up. 

The ALGOP now faces a 
difficult choice. If it 
appeases the pro-Moore 
faction’s desire to criticize 
Shelby, it will alienate two 
groups it can ill afford to 
do without: those who 
invest in the Republican 
party and those who are its 
future. Big benefactors in 
Republican politics have 
not been shy about pushing 
back against the anti- 
Shelby resolution. Jimmy 
Rane, founder, president 
and CEO of Great 
Southern Wood called 
Shelby “one of Alabama’s 
greatest assets” and pub- 
licly asked “why is the 
Alabama Republican Party 
doing nothing to help max- 
imize Senator Shelby’s 
effectiveness” as likely 
incoming chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

“We ought to commend 
the courage of our senior 
Senator and enthusiastical- 
ly support him as he pre- 
pares to pick up the gavel 
of the Appropriations 
Committee of the United 
State Senate,” he wrote. 

Rane knows what he’s 
talking about. Most people 
don’t realize that before he 
built one of Alabama’s 
most iconic and successful 
companies, Rane once 
worked as a congressional 
staffer on Capitol Hill. He

ALGOP to drop this reso- 
lution is hugely significant. 

The future of the party is 
also pushing back. Young 
Republicans by and large 
disagree with the idea of 
censuring Shelby for his 
stance on Moore - a stance 
many of its membership 
held themselves. 

The 40-and-under Young 
Republican Federation of 
Alabama withdrew its sup- 
port for Roy Moore in 
November, and __the 
Birmingham Young 
Republicans voted to cen- 
sure the Senate candidate 
saying it was “committed 
to protecting women and 
children from similar acts 
of sexual misconduct.” 

Jackie Curtiss, state 
chair of the Young 
Republicans, said the 
ALGOP should be focused 
on winning future elec- 
tions, not haggling over the 
last one. 

“Instead of learning les- 
sons from the Doug Jones 
win, some would rather go 


to infighting and assigning 
blame,” she said. “You 
have a handful of people in 
the party who are stirring 
up controversy, but there 
are also many of us who 
want to defend Senator 
Shelby and make sure the 
party moves _ forward. 
Young Republicans want 
the party to be unified 
because that’s our best 
chance to win the seat back 
in 2020.” 

The funders and the 
future of the Republican 
Party want to move past 
this dust up and focus on 
the upcoming 2018 elec- 
tions.

Hometown 


I grew up at 823 Canterbury Drive in Bessemer, 
Alabama, which is located in the central part of the state. 
Of course, it’s not the location but what it means that real- 
ly matters. I remember Pop (my grandfather) taking us up 
to the top of the 19th Street hill (we called it the “tippety 
top”), and he would park the car and point out all the land- 
marks in Bessemer. The water tower next to the hospital, 
the steeples on the First Baptist and the First Presbyterian 
churches, the town clock and the tree growing on top of the 
reality building. 

Pop was proud of Bessemer, although it wasn’t his 
hometown. He was originally from Madisonville, 
Kentucky, but had made his home in Bessemer as a young 
man. I guess the old saying that “home is where your heart 
is” was true for Pop, because his heart was definitely in 
Bessemer. 

As he would show me all the places he considered 
important, I would feel the pride rise in my spirit. This city 
was my city, and somehow I knew it would always be a 
part of who I was. 

Elba is like that to many of you. Memories that will 
never fade away rush at you when cross the Pea river or go 
past the old High School as walk on the levy. The square 
reminds you of all of the different businesses that have 


occupied each building. Time is marked by what was there’ 


before the flood and what has been there since. Elba is a 
part of who you are. 

Today when I go back and visit my hometown, I like to 
go up on 19th street hill and look down over the city again. 
Many of the people and places have changed, but most of 
those landmarks are still there. I may not feel like I am a 
part of that city anymore, but it will always be a part of me. 

I wonder if that’s how Jesus felt about Nazareth when 
He said “no prophet is accepted in his hometown.” (Luke 
4:24) He had to have fond memories of the town where he 
grew up. There’s no doubt that Nazareth shaped a little of 
who He was as a boy. He probably thought about Nazareth 
quite often. Perhaps when he cried over Jerusalem 
Nazareth was on his mind also. That’s the great thing 
about a hometown; it is always just a memory away.
